1. JAPAN 

WSTAR (5/26) REPORTS CAPITOL HILL LEADERS HONORED AMB MANS- 
FIELD AT 5/25 SWEARING IN; SEN MAJORITY LEADER BYRD SAID 
APPOINTMENT MARKED ENTRY INTO NEW ERA, ADDING, "OUR FRIENDS 
IN THE EAST WILL NOW HAVE AN OPPORTUNITY TO STUDY AN
